Boys on ferryhoata, boys in waiting 
rooms, boys in ‘ parlors,” worked 
for Tony. His chain of sheds flour- 
ished, a capitalized game of “ take 
care of the pennies and the dollars 
will take care of themselves."" Tony

ISTORY has sentimentalizea 
\ the little fracas that oc- 

curred in Boston in ‘the 

reign of his Majesty -King 
George III. As the schoolbooks 
have it, the American -Colonies 
were lost to the Crown because 
of the indignation, that finally cul- 
minated in riot and revolution, of 
the Colonists at being called upon to 


payingjaxes, our historians have in- 
vested the episode with a glamour- 
ous moral value. 

They persist in viewing the whole 
affair as though it were enacted be- 


time. ‘ 
The reason for the widespread ac- 
eeptance of the battle cry of the old 
Colonists was not its fundamental 
truth, but its attractive snappiness. 
The world js far more eager to hear 


snappy slogans than it is to hear 
It 


the unwieldy phrases of truth. 


ments or the glowing phrases.on the 
hoardings. It is snap that is wanted 
today just as much as it had its al- 
lure in the days of old. 

“ We want a snappy phrase,” cry 


no more than five words that will 
emphasize the superior merits of our 
product, and we are prepared to pay 
ten thousand:miles * * *”’ ; 
It is this fatal fascination of an 
attractive slogan that -has led to the 
cry of these revolting taxpayers be- 
ing preserved in our history books 
and set forth as a cardinal principle 
of government when only native in- 
dignation was intended. 3 

‘The only principle or hard and fast 
rule that can be drawn from any 
of the numerous protests and out- 
bursts and minor revolts that be- 
sprinkle history's pages where tax- 
paying is involved is the easily dem- 
onstrable and universal truth: There 
is no taxation without damnation. 
The art of profanity draws its sus- 
tenance and is dependent for its de- 
velopment on the nourishment it 
finds wrapped up fh tax bills. The 
most affable of men, cheer leaders, 
bigger city boosters, rotary enthu- 
siasts and men straight as a die, 
grow morose or violent when con- 
fronted with their tax sheets. Citi- 
zens noted for their generosity, men 
of substance in the community, vir- 
tual heavyweights in commerce and 
banking, manifest belligerent symp- 
toms when the tax collector heaves 
in sight. The thought of taxpaying 
is anathema to them. These people 
will cheerfully pay. their dentists for 
bridgework installed, but become 
stubborn and hard fisted when the 
city makes a demand on them for 
viaduct :

Tt is a safe conclusion that the 
voice that breathed o’er Eden paid 
no taxes.

taxable income. Eiven a Coué disci- 
ple is apt to slip some of his talis- 
manic incantations while laboring 
under such a strain. 

This business of taxation is a very 
low business indeed. In the public 
regard it stands no higher than 
money-lending or any other usurious 
venture.

They see, 
too, schemes and improvements con- 
ceived in deliriously optimistic mo- 
ments, when hopes ran high and es- 
timates low and they. find themselves 
called upon to minister the inevita- 
ble remedy, a cold eash compress to 
apply against the hotheads of the 
cut-price visionaries. 

Small wonder, then, they develop 
ali manner of shifts and subterfuges 
to red the .1 ant they will. be 
called upon to pay and bring it to 
the very edge of the border fine that 
separates the state of seriousness 
from the realm of humor.

OW that New York has had 
a ¢#hance to sit back and get 


its second wind, there is 
more or less speculation 
about what. the Moscow 


Mlayers will leave behind them when 
they go back to Russia. Actors 
and managers of Broadway have 
now had an opportunity to think 
over the ‘‘ star dust ’’ that has been 
thrown in their eyes. - And so has 
the public. 1s it star dust, after all? 
some ask. Or have these visitors 
given something more lasting than 
a glimpse of Muscovite mouds of 
life and art, » memory of eloquence 
darkened but not quite extinguished 
by ouf ignorance of the language? 

** Something more "’ seems to be 
the general verdict, but just how 
much that something more is going 
to influence Americans who are such 
good forgetters, such inveterate 
chasers after new gods, it is yet too 
early to predict, according to those 
serious ones who are thinking the 
matter over in the light of other 
foreign invasions. It is said that 
the war brought Moscow success- 
fully to Broadway. When will Broad- 
‘way successfully reach Moscow? 

Not quite incidentally the pros 
and cons of the repertory theatre 
are now ‘being thrashed out again. 
The-cons are perhaps stronger with 
their arguments of economic risks, 
fickle audiences and more fickle 
actors than the pros, who hark back 
to the good old days of a New York 
which still boasted stock companies 
which gave distinguished perform- 
ances, sometimes to packed houses. 
‘** Only with a subsidized company 
would that be possible now,” said 
Brock Pemberton, whose recent play, 
‘* Six Characters in Search of an Au- 
thour,’’ gives him standing as man- 
ger of a starless show—one reper- 
requirement, at least. ‘“ No 
liaise? has money~ enough to do 
the trick,’’ Pemberton added. 

From the actor’s point of view 
there is the question of getting on, 
which in America means making a 
lot of money. To the young and 
eager player the dreary grind of 
stock and small réles is not to be 
endured, if by the strategy of an 
adroit move she can land in atar- 
dom. Even though her little light 
may be flickering and dim, she pre- 
fers the short glory of that eminence 
to years of study and hard work. 

These and other generalities are 
being said of the majority, but it is 
upon the exception to the rule that 
the believers in American drama pin 
their faith. If we ever have national 
greatness in this art, they argue it 
will be due to the few. 

‘* Individually the Moscow Players 
have given us nothing better than we 
have right here in America,” said 
Winthrop Ames, ‘‘ but it is doubtful 


fry 


such rdéles—the rdéles that, after all, 
have no age; that are of the essence 
of art that will be always ageless 
But, in the main, it is said to be the 
young player that stands the best 
chance. . 

In the young person's favor. the 
managers say, is the fact that Amer- 
ican theatregoers do not like make- 
up. overmuch. They want_ their 
ingé “ pecially, au naturel. 
While in stock companies one per- 
son may impersonate many charac- 
ters successfully, the form of art 
which this implies is not in favor 
with the people of this country. Per- 
haps because we know so little of art, 
as such, we want the actor or actress 
picked for the particular part he 
or she is going to play, without re- 
sorting to paint to give the needed 





features. No matter what the tal- 


ents of the artist, the camouflage is 
resented. 

** Americans call a manager stingy 
if he casts an actor in two parts in 
one bill,’ said Brock Pemberton. 

Yet this is a big part of the Mos- 
cow Players’ success. Each actor in 
this company of forty-five artists is 
able to go on in a variety of differ- 
ent réies, sometimes in the same 
‘production. This, according to the- 
atrical folk, makes for that perfec- 
tion of ensemble which so-far has 
found little criticism in America. It. 
is a perfection which America will 
find ‘it hard to reach, say "some. 
While others say that in our modesty 
we do not value highly enough what 
is ours; what has already been done 
here in this country for the art of 
the theatre. 

** Why are Americans so mod- 
est?’’ asks Bertha Kalich, who, al- 
though born in Poland, now rightly 
enough, with her twenty-eight years 
in this country, calls herself Amer- 
ican. *‘ It is absurd, I think, to say 
that we ‘have here no talent com- 
parable to the talent that comes to 
us from Europe.’’ 

Mme. Kalich was a member of the 
company which played Gorky’s 
“ Night Refuge” at the old Thalia 
Theatre down on the Bowery in 
1903. That company, its friends and 
admirers say, had ideals like those 
of the Rusian Art Theatre, which 
produced the same play of Gorky’s 
last week under another title, *‘ The 
Lower. Depths.” Heinrich Conried, 
who later ruled at the Metropolitan 
in the seat of Gatti-Casazza, said 
that the company at the Thalia The- 
atre could only be compared with the 
Meinningen Players, who used to 
hold the European championship as 
the ideal repertory company. It is 
not denied, in fact, that Stanislavsky 
patterned his Art Theatre after this 
group of players, who in their 
travels visited Russia also. 

Acording to Mme. Kalich, who is 





if their ensemble work can be sur- 
passed. It is almost perfect. This 
is what the American stage has not 
been able to produce—what it may 
not produce for another twenty-five 


years. And it may be that it does - 


not want just that kind of company. 
America has just as good actors as 
any that have come over from Eu- 
rope, and if a group of them had 
been playing together as Jong as the 
Moscow Players, J don’t think there 
is any doubt that. they would do quite 
as well. “ 

“There is here in America the 
handicap of quick success, the disin- 
clination of young actors to study 
and slave over-small parts, and, too, 
what is perhaps the most important 
factor, the economic one. In this 
country, salary is so largely the in- 
dex of success that the beginner is 
apt to think more of that than the 
art she ought to be perfecting. The 
Moscow Players still rehearse every 
day, I am told, just as they have 
done for the last twenty-five years. 
That is what makes them so perfect 
in their various parts. But what 
American. actor would think a daily 
rehearsal was necessary if he were 
playing in a successful show the year 
round? - It is my belief that the daily 
rehearsal is very important; either 
a rehearsal in the part in which the 
actor is playing or in a new réle.” 

It is the youth of America which 
is giving and which will give impetus 
to our stage, according to Mr. Ames. 
Not the college girl, but the school 
girl, By the time a girl has finished 
college she is apt to have acquired 
fixed habits of thought and action 
which leave her with too little flexi- 
bility for the demands of the theatre. 
Such roles as Queen Elizabeth in 
“Will Shakespeare,’' to be sure, 


have nothing to do with this matter 


of youth, and there will always be 








now playing at the Comedy in 
“* Jitta’s Atonement,’’ it was largely 


Thalia Theatre of this early repertory 
company. which included such play- 
ers as David Kessler, Jacob Adler, 
Maurice Moskowitz (now well known 
on the London stage), Mme. Lipzin 
and Sigmund Fineman, that Ameri- 
can ideals for the best in dramatic 
art were influenced and shaped. 
Every week the dramatic critics, in- 
cluding such different persons as 
James Huneker, William Bullock, 
William Winter, Norman Hapgood, 
Clayton Hamilton, Charles Darnton, 
Alan Dale and Jo Corbin went 
regularly to the Thalia Theatre and 
wrote in praise of this then so-called 
** new ”’ school of the theatre. Mme. 
Kalich thus counts herself as one 
of the insurgents who brought to this 
country a new type of play. She 
introduced Maeterlinck to us with 
her performance of ‘‘ Monna Van- 
na,” which was followed by ‘The 
Kreutzer Sonata.”’ 

Then, with her manager, Harrison 
Grey Fiske, she searched for what 
she called ‘‘the great American 
play." She produced Percy Mac- 
Kaye's poetic tragedy ‘‘ Sappho and 
Phaon.” ‘And when the corner- 
stone for the first attempt at. a 
National Theatre in America—the 
New ‘Theatre—was laid, Kalich 
brought her early repertory theatre 
training to bear in ‘‘ The Witch.’’ 

“*1 remember seeing Moskowitz at 
the Thalia in ‘God, Man and 
Devil,’ said Morris Gest. ‘‘ He was 
a fine repertory man. There is, I 
suppose, some similarity between 
that theatre and the Moscow Art 
Theatre. At any rate, five the@tres 
were born of the old Thalia, and all 
of them had excellent stock compa- 
nies. The last play I saw at the 
Thalia was ‘‘ Madame X.’" But it 
isn’t possible to say what inspira- 
tion came from those early stock 
companies. Most of -us rs 
have had our failures. What fs.re- 
quired now is action and not so 
much talk.’’ 

From the ‘early strivings of those 
ardent artists at the old Thalia The- 
atre, who, as Mme. Kalich herself 
says, ‘‘did not always have crr- 
fare,’’ to the present day, is a far 
cry. It may be, as some say, that 
the repertory theatre reached a high 
peak of development at that time, 
that it helped in its way to sow the 
seed which has blossomed into. the 
several smaller theatres which have 
kept alive those early ideals and 
given out new ones. The smaller 
theatres haye mothered the talent 
that those qualified to judge say is 
comparable in individual cases to 
anything imported.

definite terms about the theatre,’’ 
said Winthrop Ames. ‘* The benefit 
to American drama and playmaking 
from the many excellent foreign con- 
tributions cannot be easily estimated. 
That it is very considerable is not 
to be doubted. New York may be 
called the theatrical capital of the 
world. One-third of the plays now 
running in New York are foreign. 
The Comédie Francaise, the Moscow 
Art Theatre, the plays and players 
that have come to us from Central 
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Gynt, and Louise Closser Hale as Ase. 


Europe, are all important factors in 
the future development of that na- 
tional drama which is awaiting the 
spark of the first American genius. 
America has not yet found its Will 
Shakespeare or its Anton Tchekhov. 
There can be no great national! 
drama without a national genius. 

“And, too, the growing recogni- 
tion of art and artisis in America 
is an encouraging sign. It gives new 
dignity to the stage and to those who 
are working to give the stage a more 
hopeful future. In Europe’ the 
power of the stage and the art of 
the actor have been recognized and 
actively acknowledged for many 
years. It is this which has helped 
make the stage so great over there. 
That America is so young may be 
a present handicap in the develop- 
ment of the theatre. And that she 
will remain young for many years 

t be doubted when one thinks 
of the undeveloped material—the im- 
migrants — pouring in continually 
from other countries, 

“ With this complication, it will 
naturally take America a long time 
to grow up, But this new blood 
should make for future strength. 
And, what is more, it will have to be 
reckoned with in the national drama 
of the future. This new blood will 
play a part, that is certain.” 

To the Theatre Guild, no doubt, 
belongs no small share of credit for 
the recent consistent growth of the 
drama in this country. This hand- 
ful of players have through foul and 
fair weather steered their bark with 
varying *“degrees of success, but 
never without’ hope, apparently. 
And it is the hope of those few 
courageous ones which has made the 
Guild. productions something more 
than a pandering to mediocre taste. 
The Guild has successfully featured. 
the no-star play. It holds that the 
play is the thing, after all, as much 
as the player. And it would seem 
that New York is beginning to 
think so, from the crowds that are 
nightly packing the theatres where 
starless plays are being given. The 
six directors of the Theatre Guild 
(there are but six} who have passed 
on its playe for the past six or 
eight years have. drawn from the lit- 
erature of all countries, According

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Read With 
Speed | 


By THOMAS L. MASSON - 


OW much reading is it pos- 

sible for a human being to 

get through in a day? How 
"necessary ig “it for him to 

2 read at all? and what shall 
be the proportion of newspapers, 


magazines, modern history, litera- 
ture, science, &c., and standard 
works? 


Every duy there Is presented to 
every American citizen from 100,000 
to 300,000 words of fresh reading 
matter, a la: proportion of which 
is yery important if he wishes to 
keep up with what is going on, and 
a fair proportion. of which is nec- 
essary if he wishes to be a real fac- 
tor in the formation of public opin- 
jun. And public opinion is the foun- 
dation upon which our democracy 
rests, ’ 

Actual tests have shown two 
things—that fast reading is better 
than slow, and that, while it is pos- 
sible to read at the rate of five hun- 
dred words a minute, about two 
hundred and fifty words 2 minute 
are all that can be. expected from an 
adult reader who has received what 
is equivalent to a high-school edu- 
vation; who is in the habit of read- 
ing. and who has trained himself to 
gead to a considerable extent. To 
vead 100,000 words a day at the rate 
of 250 words a minute would take 
ap. slightly over 6% hours. This 
labor is quite beyond the powers of 
the majority. Most people have little 
sore time than to snatch at a few 
headlines or to glance over a few 
volumns of typography in the most 
casual manner. Yet is it not true 
that most people get their opinions 
through this kind of reading? Out- 
side of this source, there are only 
two other. ways of getting informa- 
tion. One is through others, and 
the probability is that these others 
are only retailing opinions and in- 
formation which they have obtained 
by reading. Or else by going di- 
rect to the source; and this method 
is beyond the reach of the majority. 

Let us consider for a moment the 
weekly .reading program that is 
spread before every American citi- 
zen, taking only the most important 
and authoritative of the newspapers 
and periodicals, and omitting en- 
tirely the vast mass-of periodicals 
and papers that may be set down 
either as refined trash or vulgar 
trash. Yet even in this program we 
are forced to omit many periodicals 
and papers that are authoritative. 
Beginning with one’s morning paper, 

- THE New York Times is doubtless 
as representative and authoritative a 
newspaper as there is. A single 
daily issue of THs Times on the 
average will contain thirty-three 
volumns of straight news, which, at 
1,000 words to the column, is 33,000 
words. It. contains foir columns of 
editorial matter, and in addition 
about fifty-four columns of miscel- 
lany, including sports, . society, 
drama, screen and finance, also va- 
rious local and miscellaneous news. 
This makes altogether about 90,000 
words. In’ some cities the morning 
paper contains only about 50,000 
words, and in others (notably Chi- 
cago) much more. But let us aa- 
sume that 100,000 words:are about 
what is spread before us each morn- 
ing in a single newspaper. This for 
six days in the week would make, 
at the conservative rate of 90,000 
words a day, 540,000 words. Now, 
the Sunday issue, aside from the two 
supplements (the Book Review sec- 
tion and the Magazine section), av- 
erage about 300,000 words. The 
Book Review section contains, say, 
thirty-two pages, about twenty 
pages of straight reading matter 
and pictures, in all over 50,000 
words, The Magazine section con- 
tains sixteen pages, fourteen of 
which are reading matter and pic- 
tures, or about 30,000 words. 

If we add to this volume of ma- 
terial an evening paper at, say, one- 


half as much as the morning, we 
shall find that every citizen of the 
United States, no matter where he 
may be located, has spread before 
him, in only two papers a day, about 
a million and a quarter words a 
week, or about 180,000 words a day. 
If he reads all of this material at 
” the speed of 500 words a minute (the 
highest speed recorded), or 30,000 
words an hour, it would take him 
six hours g day, and he would not 
even touch a magazine or a book, If 
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he read it at the rate of 150 words 
a minute, which is probably the av- 
erage speed (or 9,000 words an 
hour), it would take him twenty 
hours a day. If he adds to this pro- 
gram three important weekly periodi- 
cals: at 100,000 words each, two at 
$0,000 each, and nine monthly maga- 
zines at 100,000 each (900,000 divided 
by four), novels based on the reading 
of twelve a year, and standard books 
at the rate, say, of only 50,000 words 
a week, then he will have a total 
reading program of practically 300, - 
000 words a day. To get through 
this material at the rate of 150 
words a minute would take him over 
thirty-three hours a day. 

There are other factors to be taken 
into consideration. For example, it 
is not to be expected that we are 
to rend our newspapers through from 
the first to the last page. Most of 
us indeed, who consider ourselves 
fairly well informed, are satisfied to 
leap at the heatlines and to absorb 
patches of type here and there in 
the brief half hour each morning

that we devote to this task. > 
it is difficult to sée how, out of 
the, say, 150,000 words spread he- 
fore us every day in the newspapers, 
we'can spend less than an hour in 
their reading; and this, at the rate 
of 150 words a minute, would mean 
9,000 words, or & per cent. of the 
total. ; ‘ 

Before going on to the other ma- 
terial, let us consider the reading 
rate more particularly. . According 
to tests made of children in the Illi- 
nois schools we-have the following 
progressive rates for oral reading: 
First grade, rate, 00 words a min- 
ute. . 

Second grade, rate, 108 words a 
minute. 

Third grade, 
minute. ; 
Fourth grade, rate, 144 words 
minute. 

Fifth grade, 
minute. 
Seventh grade, rate, 216 words 
minute. 

Eighth grade, rate, 240 words 
minute. 

According to tests recorded by 
Huey, silent readers ranged in rate 
from an average speed of 150 words 
a minute for the slowest to an aver- 
age of 588 words a minute for the 
fastest. Reading aloud, the slowest 
averaged 132 words a minute and 
the fastest 282 words a minute. This 
record is for twenty-eight students. 

Another test for twenty -college 
students was for the slowest (silent) 
337.8 words a minute and for- the 
fastest 492.6 words a minute. Aloud, 
slowest 213 words a minute and 
fastest 274.8 words a minute. 

Now, so far as I have been able 
to check up these tests by actual 
tests of my own, the rates: recorded 
are all too fast, measured by practi- 
cal experience. The reason for this 
is, I think, because these tests were 
made under supervision, and the 
students’ minds were concentrated 
upon them. What we really want, 
however, are tests that are good for 
every-day experience. 

If the reader is familiar with mo- 
toring, he will know that upon .a 
journey it is always a matter of 
surprise that the car has, not. gone 
further in a given time, according 
to the speedometer reading. If the 
trip is, say, 100 miles, the speed- 
ometer will perhas seem to record 
thirty or thirty-five miles, or even 
more, almest continuously. At the 
end of the trip, however, when the 
record is made, it will be discovered 
thet the car has actually averaged 
only, say, about twenty-two miles. 
In other words, the countless little

much more-than is apparent. 

This is the fact that I discovered 
when I came to make a. personal 
record of the rate of reading, both’ 
silent and dloud. I found, first, that 
it was quite easy to read at the rate 
of 500 words a minute. But I also 
found that I conld-not maintain this 
rate for any length of time with 
comfort. 

The consensus of opinion among 
the experts is that, on the whole, 
swift reading saves time, without 
necessarily decreasing -comprchen- 
sion. ‘* Where matter is obscure,” 
declares Miss Adelaide M. Abell, a 
test teacher, ‘‘they grasp the 
thought more readily by rapid read- 
ing.” Huey remarks: ‘‘ When print- 
ed matter was exposed to the eye for 
a very short time, about a hun- 
dredth of a second, more could be 
read, or the same amount could be 
read more easily, than when the ex- 
posure was longer."’ He also says 
that the number cf pauses per line 
varies greatly, but is greater for the 
slow reader, and when reading slow-

First, the newspapers. They con- 
stitute a vast reservoir of general 
reading and information, and it re- 
quires considerable self-discipline 
and care to read them correctly. 
They constitute a total volume off 
about, 150,000 words a day. 

Second, the magazines and periodi- 
cals—weekly, fortnightly, monthly 
and quarterly. Of these, there are 
about a dozen of first-rate impor- 
tance, and through their columns 
the finest ‘minds of the day, are 
giving forth some of the most re- 
markable writing that has ever been 
accomplished in the history of the 
world, covering practically every 
field—science, literature, art, his- 
tory, religion, &c. j 

There are some very remarkable 
records of reading. Theodore Roose- 
velt was an astonishing reader, and 
absorbed type wherever he went. 
Melville Stone, the former head of 
The Associated Press, told me that 
upon one occasion he was’ with 
Chauncey Depew when the latter 
made a iong speech, lasting well 
over an hour. He dictated the speech

The 
faster you read, therefore, the het- 
ter you read, because you are less 
hampered by pauses. We do not 
read in letters. We read in word- 
wholes, or in phrase-wholes. ‘Dur- 
ing a reading pause one my read as 
much as even 20 or 30 letters when 
combined in sense matter, and one 
may easily average as much as ten 
letters. So far as the eyes are con- 
cerned, it seems to be demonstrated 
that, given normal eyes in a con- 
dition of health, there is no limit 
to their use. In fact, the more they 
are used under favorable lighting 
conditions, the more skilled they will 
become; this being the natural law 
of exercise. Some oculists recom- 
mend moving-picture shows because 
they afford the eyes exercise, Al- 
ways insisting upon favorable condi- 
tions, it seems to be a fact that the 
more rapidly you read the better you 
read, and the more you read the bet- 
ter your eyes will he. ‘* Reading 
fatigue,” Huey, “is mainly 
fatigue of the mind and not of the 
eye.”"

Parson Weems was the rector of 
Pohick Church, the church near 
Mount Vernon, attended by Wash- 
ington. He was a jovial, liberal- 
minded rector, a lover of anecdotes. 
Unfortunately, he was not over- 
blessed with money. In order to 
eke out his slender salary he sold 
books. He would load his cart with 
volumes published by the firm of 
Mathew Carey of Philadelphia and 
travel all over Virginia “and Mary- 
land, selling them in front of tav- 
erns or beside the Court House on 
court days. He soon found that 
there was a large demand for ac- 

- counts of-the life of Washington 
and other Revolutionary heroes, and 
he proceeded to supply that demand. 
His life of Washington still remams 
one of the popular biographies. It 
is particularly well known for the 
story of the cherry tree. Many of 
the incidents are’told-in a somewhat 
florid manner, and Parson Weems 
became the object of severe -crit- 
icism on the part of Bishop Meade, 
whose book on the subject insists 
that Weems made these stories out 
of whole cloth. The article here 
published offers the first authentic 

e defense of Weems, It is evident 

that Meade was mistaken in saying 
that Weems. never was Washing- 
ton’s rector; for he had been his 
rector before he married Fannie 

Ewell and came to live at Bel Air. 
As to the truth of the cherry tree 

story, Parson Weems, was in a posi- 
tion to gather all the anecdotes pos- 
sible with regard to Washington. 

Weems’s wife was a cousin of 

Washington, and part of Washing- 

ton’s honeymoon was spent at Bel 

Air. As rector, Weems was in a po- 

sition to meet many people who had 
known the great man in his youth; 
his continual travels about Virginia 
put him closely in touch with the 
intimate history of Washington. Ai 
a devout man and a rector, it would 
be contrary to his character to fell 
anything but what he had reason to 
velieve was the truth. The docu- 
ments here given bear out the belief 
in his integrity of character. A bit 
of corroborative evidence has come 
to light. Among the Round papers 
is a statement that at Princeton, 

N. J., there is. a piece of china of

the Weems account that contains a 
picture of George and the cherry 
tree. This seems to indicate that the 
story was known even during the 
lifetime of Washington.

merely a practical treatment of a 
common problem—to design for a 
amall piece of land a_ structure 
which would fulfill important—pur- 
poses of utility, and at the same 
time would, as_a public building, 
present a handsome and dignified 
exterior, Such problems form part 
of the dally study of hundreds of 
students of architecture in American 
and European universities. 

No showy decoration, no massive 
columns or portico embellished the 
structure. But the firm, graceful 
lines, the refined spacing and orna- 
mentation of doorway and windows, 
the correct proportions of entabla- 
ture, frieze, and cornice, the skillful 
harmonization of details throughout, 
bespoke the hand of an artist. As I 
studied that little building.and drank 
in the beauty which it sent out, my 
spirits rose buoyantly—without ex-

grant that I may react strongly to

ture provide those necessary spaces 
protected from climatic changes 
wherein we eat, sleep and transact 
our daily business, but this omni- 
present mise flaunts her charms in 
our faces every hour of our lives. 
And since this art seems determined 
to be an impudent wanton in this 
respect; the only hope a sensitive 
man can have is that the wares she 
displays be beautiful, not tawdry; 
refined, not vulgar; intelligent, not 
ignorant. 

From the premixe that architec- 
ture exerts a greater uence’ on 
mankind than the other arts, .a 
corollary is readily postulaved, name- 
ly, that the ether arts themselves 
are strongly influenced by architec- 
ture.. The captiously inclined might 
remark that this was putting the 
eart before the horse—that architec- 
ture was an outgrowth of the other 
arts. Space does not permit a dis- 
cussion of this very involved ques- 
tion, which is like trying to decide 
where a circle begins. All.art is 
merely the indicator which shows at 
what floor between the sub-cellar 
and roof of evolution the civilization 
of any given community at any 
given time happens to be stopping. 
Since a_ civilization: naturally will 
first develop that art which is most 
useful and practical, architecture 
has usually preceded, if only by a 
few years, its sister arts. A survey 
of the past reveals considerable sup- 
port for this hypothesis. 

Perhaps the greatest giory of an- 
cient Greece was her architecture, 
and especially the Parthenon, that 
immoftal building which has been 
described. as ‘** the most perfect ex- 
ample of reason expressed in terms 
of matter the world has ever 
known.’’ Aimost within the shadow 
of that noble building lived and 
worked those philosophers, poets, 
dramatists, scientists, statesmen, 
lawgivers and rhetoricians, the sum 
of whose efforts made up what al- 
ways has been and always will be 
called the-Golden Age. 

Architecture in Roman hands was 
essentially an imitation and debase- 
ment of the earlier Greek models, 
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and we find that, compared -with 





their Greek forerunners, Roman! 


sculptors atid men of letters are 
but second-raters. 

During the.Dark Ages architecture 
was almost a lost art; the original 
literary production of that period. is 
nil. With the development of the 
feudal-castle type of military archi- 
tecture arises a school of literature 
suited to it--the songs and ballads 
of the troubadours, and the Ar- 
thurian and other: chivalric eycles. 
Time passes, and Chaucer appears 
upon the scene. Do not ‘“‘ The 
Canterbury Tales ” contain the very 
essence of that life of whieh the 
roadaide inn, the cathedral and -the 
medieval walled city were the char- 
acteristic features? Would Voltaire, 


palace of Versailles and its miniature 
imitations which dotted eighteenth 
century Europe? The misery and 
squalor of the slums and tenements 
of all large European cities were the 
architectural expression of the eco- 
nomic and social life of the last cen- 
tury. Is it a mere coincident that 
the same period saw the simulta- 
neous development in the hands of 
Flaubert, Bpieux, Hauptmann, Tur- 
genev and many others of the real- 
istic and naturalistic schools of lit- 
erature? Other examples could be 
given to show that architecture al- 
ways has been an accurate indicator 
of the changing types and levele of 
civilization and that the other arts 
have followed its lead rather than 
inspired it. 


And so, turning to America and 
a consideration of the average qual- 
ity of architecture in the Middle 
Western States, the distinguishing

EORGE BERNARD SHAW 
observes somewhere that 

there are families’ which will 
endure all manner of discom- 

fort and privation in order to pre- 
serve an air of luxury and make a 
social splash; just as there are 
artists who will starve in a garret 
rather than do a real day’s work. 
He does not call this swank—a bit 
ot British slang now permeating New 
York—but the two instances are 
good examples of it. The indigent 


family putting up a front to its 


social world and the artist loftily 
pretending that he lives not by pro- 
ductive but by creative work alone 
are just alike under the skin. 

Your dictionary will tell you, after 
a bracketed apology for its charac- 
ter, that swank is both a noun and a’ 
verb, and that it means swagger, 
bluster. But to define slang is peril- 
ous, as this effort proves; for swank 
means more than that: it’ means 
what New York calls somewhat con- 
temptuously a front and a bankroll; 
it means being upstage; it means 
being late to a banquet so as to at- 
tract attention; it means calling a 
shoe-shine shop a parlor—probably it 
will be called a studio next; it means 
obtaining prestige by false pretenses. 
It is the daughter of Vanity by Ar- 
rogance. 

When Whitman speaks of the 
pleasing manly form it is swank 
with a gender. (Or maybe it is just 
egotism, which is not so offensive.) 
In some shape swank isto be found 
throughout the civilized and uncivi- 
lized world. When the Maori chief- 
tain sticks a ring through his nose, 


headdress, it is swank. It is no 
more common ‘in the Occident than 
in the Orient, in the city than in the 
village. 

But to call New York the City of 
Swank, as was done in these col- 
umns Jan. 2i1—most entertainingly 
and persuasively done—is surely, at 
the least, invidious. This, the 
most hospitable and unaffected 
town within my ken, is: too old 
and too rich to be misled by 
pretensions of wealth or social dis- 
tinction. Swank there is, but few 
are deceived by it; and in a popula- 
tion of five millions odd it is diluted 
to homeopathic proportions. Wash- 
ington, on the contrary, is a satu- 
rated solution; and even St. Louis, 
dirty and indolent as she is, goes in 
for that sort of thing far more than 
does Manhattan. As a resident for 
periods ranging from .two to nine 
years of these towns and of Louis- 
ville and Chicago, with more than a 
casual acquaintance with San An- 
tonio, New Orleans, Kansas City and 
Philadelphia—now, there's a town of 
swank!—I feel competent to speak 
at least from a varied observation. 

Every stranger from inland small- 
er places comes to New York with 
the notion that it is a ruthless and 
pretentious city, where the struggle 
for survival is fiercer than elsewhere 
and where an assumption of superi- 
ority to your fellow is essential to 
success. This’ impression is spread 
through the ‘* provinces,’’ I suspect, 
by those who have tackled the me- 
trépolis and failed; and it is deep- 
ened by the overawing size of the 


the essential qualities of human na- 
ture. ‘‘.He has come by his inches,’’ 
said the Mother Hen of Chantecler, 
and made no secret of her maternal 
gratification over this fine broth of 
a rooster; and one-twentieth of the 
population of this country feels that 
way about Father Knickerbocker, 
suspecting that the sun does indeed 
tise at his summons. But the oth- 
ers seems to think there is somethirg 
maenacing about the giant. They 
come wheedling with gold or impos- 
ang in war paint. Why, any David 
can conqmer the Goliath! 

With a transient population as 


force of Kansas City, it is common 
sense for New York to _ treat 
strangers kindly. It is a sort of 
economic determinism. And if the 
stranger has come to stay, all but 
the ‘landlord move over good-natur- 
edly to make room for another. They 
are only doing for you, if you have 
just come, what was done for them 
when they came, for two-fifths of 
the population was born in other 
countries, and nearly all the rest 
came from Medicine Hat and Duluth 
and Jacksonville, and so on. My 
acquaintance -embraces only three 
persons .who profess to have been 
born in’ New York, and one of 
them has pointed out the very house 
in which he arrived; the d is 


club? New York doesn't give a con- 
tinental. Are you wearing a rusty 
hat, an overcoat from Winter before 
last; are you run down at the heels? 
New York ignores this damning evi- 
dence. There is so much wealth in 
this man’s town that merely to ap- 
Ppéar prosperous is. the least distin- 
guished thing possible. 

Your friends in New York may be 
as rich as you choose and as poor 
as you choose and as eccentric as 
you choose, and you may go about 
with them freely, suffering not at 
all thereby in the estimation of the 
in-betweens. Once in a great while 
you will encounter an instance of 
swank, and you will set it down to 





a cartoonist, and may be merely 
exaggerating, and the third is an 
actress who has spent the best part 
of her life abroad. Most New York- 
ers, it is clear, leave as soon as they 
‘are old enough. 

This does not prove anything about 
swank, except that it is not peculiar 
to or unduly concentrated in Man- 
hattan Island.. Let us go a step 
further and see whether swank is 
required in the armory of the in- 
vader. Probably you think it is. I 
thought so. Even after six years in 
St. Louis and two in Chicago (a lov- 
able town, but much harder to get 
along with than New York), I ap- 
proached trembling in my boots. I 
had neither a bankroll nor a front 
and I had been told | must have 
both. I had only two or three ac- 
quaintances here and no right to lay 
claim on their good offices in my be- 
half. (This isn’t going to be a Man- 
hattanization story of a poor iimnmi- 
grant from the hinterland, but those 
facts are pertinent.) And in forty- 
eight hours al) my terrors, all nvy de- 
lusions, were in shreds, 

It was not merely that men went 
out of their way to direct me aright. 
It was not. merely that a waiter in 
a Broadway hotel thanked me for 
a 15-cent tip. It was not merely 
that big executives were more ac- 
cessible than a sub-deputy-backstop- 
assistant superintendent in 8&t. 
Louis. The astonishing thing was 
that the rich were not ostentatious 
and the influential were not over- 
bearing, 

What? Never? Well, hardly ever. 

If a newcomer with ‘no money te 
speak of, ne clothes more than 
passably presentable and no connec- 
tions at all could find these things 
true, it goes to show only that 
swank isn’t necessary—not that it 
doesn’t exist. Throughout nine 
years of residence in Manhattan that 
first impression has been confirmed. 
Do you. live in an attic or a base- 
ment or on the upper east side? 
New York doesn’t care. Are you

delusi of personal grandeur and 
go on your way in a tranquil spirit. 

For swank is, in truth, a flawed 
weapon. The flaw is on the surface, 
to bea seen by any one, and the 
weapon is likely. to break in the 
hand. Merely to brandish it is a 
confession of weakness. If the man 
you suppose to be your equal adopts 
a superior air, isn’t it because he 
suspects he is not your equal? The 
only class in New York which almost 
invariably ignores you“toploftily is 
soda ‘‘ dispensers,” and the only 
class which almost invariably 
freezes you with a stare of imperial 
condescension is made up of hotel 
clerks. In both classes there are 
honorable exceptions, but that the 
thing should be there has its sorry 
implication. . If swank be worn as 
a daily garment of masquerade, what 
is it but an acknowledgment, a 
confession, like the horny shell of 
the turtle? 

A distinction should be made here 
between. exclusiveness and mere 
swank, which sometimes apes exclu- 
siveness. There are New. York cir- 
cles which can’t be broken into with 
a crowbar, I’m told, and probably it 
is true. There are groups, not all of 
them extremely wealthy: cliques, not 
all, of them socially fashionable; co- 
teries, not all of them smart, which 
gyrate within their individual orbits 
without a trace of swank. And therc 
is a great deal of ostentation which, 
since it is backed by bursting bank 
accounts and does not pretend to be 
what it is not, certainly cannot be 
called swank. But the people as a 
whole are remarkably unassuming, 
not. pharisaical, net hlustering, not 
self-assertive, net deceptively preten- 
tious, 

By way of contrast, consider Wash- 
ington. The capital of the world’s 
greatest democracy is its least demo- 
cratic city. There swank is at its 
flood . tide, unadulterated, unmiti- 
gated and consummate. There you 
will find Cebinet swank and diplo- 
matic swank and army swank and 
navy swank and Senatorial swank 
and department swank and bureau

It is stratified, and each iayer is 
trying to lift itself by its boot- 
straps into the layer abcve. If each 
class would stay put, thers wouldn’t

range downward the pretension 
thickens; the pettier the official, 
the greater the pomp and circum- 
stance with which he hedges him- 
seif about. If he be merely a 
division head, he will try to make 
you think he is a bureau chief; at 
the very least. And if he be a bu- 
reau chief, he will assume al! the airs 
he thinks a Cabinet member should 
adopt. Constituents from back home, 
after trying in vain on their own ac- 
count to hurdle these lower barri- 
cades, ure filled with admiration 
when their Congressmen by a mere 
wave of the hand demolish the ob- 
stacles. 

Henry Adams, returning to Wash- 
ington in the latter years of the last 
century, “‘ saw plenty of reasons for 
staying dead."’ There was then, as 
now, much dining, much calling, 
much leaving of cards; but the vil- 
lage in which Henry Adams had 
been one of the most energetic of 
the young dancing men was gone 
and the Washington of today was 
coming out of it. It is fortunate 
for the Washington of today that his 
biography was written before it came 
into being, for his was a sharp pen. 

He says that the American mind 
** stood alone in history for its igno- 
rance of the past,’’ but the instance 
he gives in illustration of that fact 
is a Washington happening, charac- 
teristic of the town: the comment of 
those who went to Rock Creek Ceme- 
tery to see tho statue Saint-Gaudens 
had made for the grave of Mrs. 
Adams. Adams supposed its mean- 
ing to be the one commonplace about 
it—-‘* the oldest idea known to 
human thought.’’ He sat near it 
and listened contemptuously to the 
“. vacant-minded ’’ comment of the 
curious who went to inspect it. 

And yet Washington, with no 
background, imitates the customs 
and mannerisms of European capi- 
tals which have centuries of back- 
ground. That is the essence of its 
Swank at the top. Its swank under- 
neath is an imitation of those higher 
up and a disdainful superiority 
toward those on the same rung of 
the ladder. Het 

Chicago is a blustering town, a 
robust and swaggering town, but in 
its swagger and. bluster there is 
hardly a gesture of swank. It is not 
self-conscious—perhaps that's why it 
is not upstage. You must not live on 
the West Side, but that leaves you 
all the South Side and the lake front 
to the north, clear through Evans- 
ton and Winnetka; whereas in 


But as you 





Washington you must live North- 





west or be forever damned. Every- 
body in Chicago rides on the “ 1, "— 
everybody, from the bank President 
to the messenger boy; whereas in 
Washington those who don’t own 
automobiles are just Nobodies. It 
is true that Chicago pays more. at- 
tention to the clothes you wear and 
your manner of living than New 
York, but that is a kind of com- 
munity spirit. Chicago’s parks are 
dressed up and the town is being 
dressed up -and the packing plants 
have got to be lived down. 

St. Louis has not got anything in 
particular to live down. She is just 
dying down. Not many years ago she 
was the fourth city of the United 
States in population. Today she is 
sixth or seventh—perhaps by the 
time this is printed she will be 
eighth. And you can see for yourself 
that this makes for swank. You have 
seen families which are old and once 
were rich, and which try pathetically 
to maintain something of the grand 
air, something of the old opulence 
and magnificent hospitality. st. 
Louis is bisected by the Mill Creek 
Valley and a sense of failure. From 
the valley huge clouds of sooty 
smoke stain her lace curtains, and 
from the sense of failure emanates 
an unhealthy odor of sanctity and 
superiority. 3 

Let us move out of this aroma to 
Louisville. From. Chicago to St. 
}Louis to Louisville (you pronounce 
the ‘‘s’’ in St. Louis but not in 
Louisville) is a progression into 
deep and deeper swank. Louisville 
is no more Southern, in sentiment or 
tradition, than St. Louis, but it is 
lmuch more acutely Southern. (The 
St. Louis thing is chronic.) “Louis- 
ville is south of Mason ‘and Dixon’s - 
Line; and although Kentucky was 
¥* neutral’’ in the Civil War, its 
chief city is unreconstructed. As a 
matter of fact, Louisville is a mid- 
Western town, though I, a Ken- 
tuckian, say it that shouldn’t; and - 
the origin of its swank is’ 4 pretense 
that it is another Charleston, set 
down on the Ohio. 

But there is another reason why 
Louisville swanks (here for the first 
time we have the verb, just as we 
reach our fourthly and lastly) more 
than St. Louis, and that is that 
Louisville is smaller. And so we 
may brush aside any need for discus- 


sas City, for this is the core and 
kernel of the matter: that the’ 
smaller the city the greater the 
‘swank. It goes by inverse ratio, If 
{you ‘progress to larger and larger 


| American towns, you will find the 


swank thinning out, as the air in 
ascending a mountain 0 grows more 
rarified.

Polishing Up Westminster's Glories 


ECENT discoveries in West- 
minster Abbey have given a 
hint of the splendor of its in- 
terior in the Middle Ages. 
The most striking finds are 

some paintings of the early four- 
teenth century, but perhaps not the 
most important. It is the faint 
traces of gilding and coloring left on 
the scraps of 
mosaic which have survived under 
layers of dirt and grime, the neglect 
of centuries, which really reveal 
what the Abbey must once have 
been. 

Today it is austerely gray; in the 
half light of a London Winter the 
arch of its roof fades away in the 
gloom and its carvings lose their 
sharp outline. It iy beautiful even 
so, but it has not. the complete 
beauty which its founders desired to 
give it. Tall; slim pillars, delicate 
tracery in windows and long, high- 
pitched arcades appealed to them, for 
they had the courage to design and 
the patience to erect them, but they 
were not satisfied until they had 
added the warmth of color and the 
glow of light. 

In Plantagenet times, when the 
Abbey belonged to the Benedictine 
Order and the chief palace of the 
period was its near neighbor, it con- 
tinually received rich gifts. It was 
then smaller‘than today, and it — 
tacked two of its present glories— 
Henry VII.’s Chapel and the full 
length of the present long nave—but 
this meant that the munificence of 
its benefactors was concentrated. Its 
altar and sanctuary and the chapels 
beyond were splendid with gold and 
silver plate and colors of bright hue | 

To the Reformation and the icon- 
oclastic zeal of the reformers must, 
of course, be ascribed the disappear- 
ance of the greater part of this dis- 
play, but there was a second and a 
far leas pardonable cause. It was 
negiect that permitted the Abbey's 
noblest monuments to be chipped 
and scarred; neglect that allowed 
dirt and grime to accumulate on the 
walls until they actually masked 
delicate carvings; negiect that 
eaused the very existence of fres- 
coes and heraldic insignia to be for- 
gotten. Recently the Westminster 
Abbey Fund, part of which was 
raised in America, has provided the 
means for systematic search and 
cleansing, and the present Dean and 
Chapter are beginning to realize how 
much their predecessors suffered to 
go to decay. 

The sanctuary—the historic spot 
where the Kings of England are 
crowned—has been beautified and is 
today perhaps more impressive than 
it ever was. Electric light has in 
the main replaced medieval candles. 
Its glow falls evenly on the gold of 
the reredos, the rich colors of the 
rags and a splendid contemporary 
portrait of King Richard II. The 
ancient sedilia has been put to its 
proper use and carved stalls ‘pro- 
vided for the Abbey clergy. Proces- 
sional banners and an altar frontal 
of marvelous needlework have been 
presented,as war memorials, and on 
Christmas Eve a jeweled cross, the 
gift of Rodman Wanamaker as a 
token of Anglo-American friendship, 
was added to the other ornaments. 

The best of modern skill and art 
have contributed to this mag- 
nificence, but in the last few months 
a way has been discovered to bring 
back some of the splendors of olden 
times. The three canopied tombs 
of Aymer de Valence, Ear! of Pem- 
broke, Edmund Crouchback, Duke 
of Lancaster and his wife, on the 
north side of the sanctuary, have 
been long famous as specimens of 

the architectural sculpture of the 
thirteenth century, although no one 
realized that they ever had been en- 
riched with color. But a process 
discovered by E. W. Tristram re- 
moves the slow deposit of centuries, 
leaving unaffected the pigments be- 
neath, and something of the. detai! 
of these monuments has been re- 
vealed. So it turns out that every 
inch of the canopy over the tomb 
of. Crouchback was worked over. 
Heraldic .emblems and geometric 
patterns covered the shafts, and on 
the ‘cusps of the arches a delicate 
design of leaves and berries was 
painted within a border. of gold. 
Along. the front of the monument 
a Mne of mailed knights was painted 
against a green background, with a 
quaint approach to realism in the 
uneven. ground. Each knight bore 
his colors on a pennant flying from 

















displayed in the long surcuats cover- 
ing their armor. 
On the tomb of Aymer de Valence 
a row of small shields still bear their 
original colors, and the colors of the 
dresses on a row of statuettes have 
been revived. It can be only a faint 
revival of the beauty of Plantagenet 
days, but it is enough to throw a 
golden glow over these surivals of 
the past, bringing them more into 
harmony with the modern ornamen- 
tation. 
Just outside the sanctuary in the 
south ambulatory stands another 
fine monument of the same period, 
to a Princess of the royal blood, 
Katherine, daughter of Henry III. 
Her very existence is now forgotten, 
but the love and care spent on her 
tomb show how greatly her loss was 
felt. Mosaic covers the top, a deli- 
cate pomegranate pattern is worked 
into the spandrels above it and the 
pediment was colored. 
Almost full-length contemporary 
portraits of Henry Ill. and Edward 
I. were found some years ago in the 
recesses of the sedilia, and now Mr. 
Tristram has discovered that its re- 
verse side, toward, the ambulatory, 
was similarly adorned. There ap- 
pear to have been at one time four 
figures, two of them, the Virgin and 
the Angel Gabriel, illustrating the 
Annunciation, and the other two, St. 
John and Edward the Confessor, 
representing the Westminster legend 
that the saint, in guise of a pilgrim, 
visited the founder of the Abbey and 
received a ring from his hand. These 
were executed about 1310 by ‘* Wal- 
ter the Painter '’ and Thomas, his 
son. Who these “‘ painters ” were o1 
what other work ‘they did is- un- 
known, but they gertainly did not 
belong to the monastic body and 
seem to have had a recognized po- 
sition in the artistic world of their 
period. 
For almost 250 years the paintings 
endured. Then, in 1548, an act of 
Edward VI; decreed their mutila- 
tion. The zeal of the reformers was 
not directed against the pictures as 
pictures, but only against those 
which they deemed might be. used 
as an aid to superstition. So the 
figures of the three Kings, the Con- 
fessor, Henry I], and Edward [.

the sedilia, containing representa- 
tions of the Annunciation and of 
saints, were deliberately scraped. 
The iconoclasts were satisfied with 
obliterating merely the upper halves 
of the Virgin and Gabriel, and there 
is sufficient left of them to be in- 
teresting.. Of the angel Mr. Tris- 
tram has brought back the tip of 
his wings and a great deal of his 
green and lilac robes; moreover, he 
evidently was bearing in his hand a 
scroll with the message “* Ave Maria. 
gracia plena Dominus tecum,” and 
this is. still easily legible. The 
Vir&in perhaps fared worse, but her 
blue draperies from the waist down- 
ward and her hands raised in prayer 
have escaped. 

Edward the Confessor was painted 
in a brown habit over a black gown, 
and had a ring in his hand out- 
stretched toward the panel where St. 
John shuuld be. His face has come 
out a dead white, and there is a 
curious point about his hair. In real 
life the Confessor was almost an 
albino, and so it should have been 
practically colorless. Walter, how- 
ever, seems to have painted his 
abundant locks and full beard jet 
black, Mr. Tristram explains this 
inaccuracy as being the effect of 
varnish on the original white pir- 
ment. 

The Confessor lies In the chapel 
just behind the altar, and in the 
Middle Ages his shrine was an object 
of special veneration. It was the 
goal of innumerable pilgrimages and 
naturally great sums poured in for 
its ornamentation, Before the recent 
investigations only the bare gray 
tomb remained, interesting in its de- 
sign, but far from a thing of beauty. 
In the old days it must have been 
magnificent. A few vebtiges of the 
old work have been discovered, only 
a few square inches of glass mosaic 
in the folds of one of the curious 
spiral pillars at the base of the tomb, 
but their colors—gold, red and blue— 
ardé still so bright and their’ work- 
manship so. fine that they call up a 
vision of what the chapel must have 
looked like when intricate patterns of 
bright ‘hue covered all the carvings 
of the tomb. . 

It was, perhaps, rivalei by the

This stands close by, just across the 
ambulatory, and had in the course 
of centuries been almost forgotten. 
Its very individuality was lost, and it 
was regarded merely as a narrow 
entry to one of the larger side 
chapels, until traces of its ornamen- 
tation were recovered. 

It is only a little cell, perhaps fif- 
teen fect long by seven or eight 
across; but about 1377 one of the 
great ladies of the. land, Mary, 
Countess de Seint Pol, poured out a 
wealth of devotion upon it in mem- 
ory of her husband, Ayrmer de 
Valenci, and made it as perfect a 
little shrine as the art of the time 
allowed. It was perhaps a private 
chapel, for a stout door crowned 
with spikes and a hanging grille 
shut it. off still from the rest of the 
Abbey. But the door was only 
breast-high and the commoners, if 
they might not. enter, could gaze at 
its altar. There, under a low-groined 
roof, studded with sturs, between 
walls covered with frescoes, they 
could see an alabaster statue of the 
Virgin standing out against a dark 
background. As the. twilight deep- 
ened and the long aisles of the Abbey 
grew dark, the candlelight of the 
shrine was reflected back. from the 
painted walls and: the sacred vessels 
and the image was beautiful indeed 
It must have seemed almost to move 
in the ever-changing light and to be 
something far more than a mere 
effigy. 

Little, indeed, of this is left, and 
it needs the eye of faith ‘to recon- 
struct the scene, but the traces of 
its“past beauty are unmistakable. 
The doorway to the chantry, with its 
elaborate cusped arch and the square 
molding above it, finished off with 
angels’ heads and armorial bearings, 
makes it plain that here was once a 
special shrine. Now that research 
has brought back the red pigment 
which formed the basis of the color 

the frag ts of frescoes 
upon the walls and the curious mar- 
bling and red and white or red and 
black spirals on the pillars, there can 
be no doubt of the splendor that it 
once displayed. 

Only. the two books from which 
the statue depended remain. The 
hallowed ring, brought by the

the Holy Land, and the other treas- 
ures of the chantry long since havs 
disappeared. But here, 500 years 
ago, was one of the most gorgeous 
spots in the old Abbey. 

St, Erasmus’s Chantry was a 
votive offering, and it is not fair to 
suppose that all of the great cathe- 
dral could ever have had so much 
devotion spent upon it. But on the 
walls of the nave there has now 
come to light a series of shields 
which show how the builders worked 
colored decorations into their plan. 
They are in a good state of preser- 
vation; their blues and silvers have 
disappeared through the ravages of 
time, but their reds and golds stand 
boldly out almost as effectively as 
when they were first laid on. 

The shields have been fitted in 
with the arcading of the lower parts 
of the walls and are declared by ex- 
perts in heraldry to be perfect ex- 
amples of their science. They bear 
the arms of the great States of the 
thirteenth century, Engiand, 
France, the Empire, and-of famous 
nobles of the period, perhaps bene- 
factors of the Abbey. Simon de 
Montfort’s red lion rampant with a 
forked tail is one of the most inter- 
esting, and other shields; which 
have been identified, are those of 
Raymond de Provence and Richard, 
Earl of Cornwall. 

Each is apparently suspended by 
thongs of leather from small heads, 
in which, as so common in madieval 
buildings, the sculptor has let his 
humor play in the production of the 
grotesque. Unfortunately a few of 
these coats of arms have at one time 
‘or another been deliberately de- 
stroyed, chipped away to make room 
for monuments of doubtful interest, 
and in the later additions to the 
nave, though the series was carried 
on, the shields were merely painted, 
not graven upon the walls. 

Bit by bit the present custodians of 
the Abbey are bringing to light relics 
of the past. They are now at work 
on the chantry of Abbot Islip and

OON after I arrived in Russia I 
went to the Department. of 
Education. I wanted to hear 
what the officials of Russian 
education had to say about the 

present status of learning there. 
Lunarcharsky, the head, was busy. 
1 asked for his assistant. He was 
ready to see me. But my Russian 
came into question and he knew only 
Russian. His secretary said: ‘‘ He 
will have Krupskaya come up ‘to act 
as translator.’’ 

““ You mean the wife of Lenin? ’’ 

*“ Yes. Of course 1 mean Mrs. 
Lenin. She knows many languages."* | 

Imagine Mrs.. Harding being called 
in as translator by a Government 
official. The next day’s papers 
would carry big headings, ‘‘ Mrs. 
Harding Centre of European Battle,”’ 
with subheadings indicating the hard 
day’s work she had put in.. 

Mrs, Lenin is Chief of Political 
Education of the Department of 
Education. I was more interested 
in talking to her about her personal 
experiences in education than having 
her serve as translator. I went to 
her office. Her assistant informed 
me that>she came there only twice 
a week and it would be impossible 
to see -her. ‘‘ She is keeping fn the 
background and never talks to news- 
paper people,” he said. ‘‘ She lives 
in the country and I can’t give you 
any encouragement that you will be 
able to see her. We -will give you 
charts, posters, books, figures. Any- 
thing you. ask on educational prob- 
lems we will try to answer for you. 
Statistics will be put at your dis- 
posal. Only not Mrs. Lenin. She

My figures for the Old 
Testament were 603,400 words, and 
for the New Testament 155,000, or a 
total of 758,400.

39 books 
929 chapters : 
23,214 verses §92,439 words 
NEW TESTAMENT: 
27 books 
270 chapters 


7,967 verses 132,253 words 


The difference between my esti- 
mate and the actual figures was 
therefore about 5 per cent. 

Among novels there is a vast dif- 
ference in lengths. The longest I 
have discovered is “ Clarissa Har- 
lowe,” by~> Richardson, which runs 
into a million words and would ,take 
about eighty-three hours, reading at 
the rate of 12,000 words an hour. 
The next in length is Tolstoy's 
** War and Peace,” five volumes, 
aggregating, according to my esti- 
mate, 615,120 words, and taking 
aboyt fifty hours to read. After this 
come “Tom Jones” (372,870 words), 
**Pickwick Papers” (336,960 words), 
** Vanity Fair” (308,000 words), 
**Don Quixote,” by Cervantes, 
scarcely a novel, but at least a su- 
perb work of fiction, I estimate at 
461,000 words. I was surprised to 
discover that Balzac’s ‘ Country 
Doctor * (90,000 words) was shorter 
than Jane Austen's “ Pride and 
Prejudice ’’ (137,760 words),. as. for 
some reason I had always been of 
the opinion that. Balzac’s novels were 
quite long—probably for the reason 
that I had so much difficulty in. get- 
ting through the original of some of 
them—although, as a matter of fact, 
it was easier reading in a way than 
Austen. Among modern novels, tae 
longest I have discovered is ‘‘ The 
Brothers* K v.” by Destoev- 
sky (310,060 words), although .I 
make no doubt there are several 
longer than this. Other modern 
novels I estimate as follows:

Generally speaking, however, it is| 
very difficult to make a rate for a 
novel, which we usually read. in 
gulps, Indeed, once get interested; 
we seem to absorb whole pages by 
a sweep of the eyes.

ROYALTIES ON SHAKESPEARE? _ 





By GEORGE, MIDDLETON. 
HY not pay \toyalty on Shake- 
speare? Is it so absurd and 
impossible as it-sounds? Not 
a bit of it, since ‘it has been 
done and is being done right 
now in France. ‘And if there, why not 


here? Let’s see first .how they do it and 
then why. 


Byery theatre in Paris is bound‘ by 
** conventions with ,the Société des Au- 
teurs. Understand that in Paris the 
author is feally. the centre of ,theatri- 
cal gravity. ‘He is not the necessary 
evil of the: theatre, rt many. still look 
upon hitn here; he is the best organized 
fotce' in the ‘theatre world.

In’ thé fiseal year ended June 30,.'1922, 
the Post Office Department issued to 
Postmasters 14,316,350,063-stamps of all, 
denominations. Of this ‘number. 3,707, 
$84,982 were i-cent stamps and 9/163,- 
111,748 2-cent stamps. The 1-cent stamp 
comprised. 26 pér cent. and thé 2-cent 
stamp 64 per cent. of ‘the issue, 

These moré than 14,000,000,000 stamps 
required the use of mofé than’ 1,500,000 
pounds. of. paper. Td make. this quan- 
tity, approximately 4,500. spruce trees 
were ground to pulp.
